Churchill, Roosevelt Join In 


New Attack On Infamy Of 


Nipponese Warfare

LONDON, Dec. 8—Messages ex 
changed by President Roosevelt 
and Prime M inister Churchill pledg­ 
ing their two nations to the utter 
defeat of Japan were made public 
here today. 
“Our country no less than the 
United States was the object of 
an infamous outrage a year ago,” 
Churchill told the President in 
message on the anniversary of 
Pearl Harbor. 
"W e look forward one and all 
to the day when our full strength 
can be joined to that of our United 
States, Dutch and Chinese allies 
for the utter and final destruction 
of Japan’s aggressive power.” 
The President replied that “par 
tial retribution in kind has been 
meted out to Japan in the last 
seven months, but this is only the 
beginning.” 
"We will continue to strike with 
ever-increasing force.” 
'Japan W ill Be Punished’ 
* 
The prime m inister also assured 
the peoples of Britain’s Oriental 
territories that the years of de­ 
fense "are behind us” and that 
Japan will be "stripped of her con­ 
quests, punished for her treachery 
and deprived of ber power of evil. 
"Retribution 
always 
has 
been 
sure,” the prime m inister said in 
a message noting the anniversary 
of Japan's attack on Hong Kong 
sad Malaya. "It now Is growing 
near.” 
He urged the peoples of Britain's 
conquered possession to "keep up 
Spur hearts. We shall not fail you.’ 
"The years of defense, of stub 
born, out-numbered, ill-equipped, al­ 
m ost miraculous defense are be­ 
hind us,” the message said. "Every­ 
where the United Nations turn to 
attack.” 
Hits Hong Kong, Malaya Attacks 
Describing the Japanese attacks 
on Hong Kong and Malaya as "one 
of the most wanton acts of aggres­ 
sion recorded in history,” Churchill 
said "Japan coldly, greedily and 
treacherously calculated that we 
should not then have forces avail­ 
able to save our British territories 
and states in Malaya and Borneo 
for whose defense we were respon­ 
sible. 
"The storm which now lowers 
over Germany and Italy is spread­ 
ing to Japan; there will be no soft­ 
ness or respite for her. 
“The 
growing 
power 
of 
the 
United Nations will press stead­ 
fastly on till she is stripped of her 
conquests, punished for her treach­ 
ery and deprived of her powers of 
evil.”

Francisco Franco of Spain reaf­ 
firmed In a Madrid broadcast today 
his solidarity with Germany and 
Italy in the struggle against what 
he called liberalism and "capital­ 
ist imperialism”. 
Addressing the Falange, Spain’s 
state party, in 
his 
first 
public 
speech since the Allied occupation 
of French Africa territory, the Ger­ 
man occupation of all France and 
partial Spanish mobilization, Fran­ 
co asserted: 
“One outcome of the last war was 
a barbarian Communist dictator­ 
ship established in Russia. 
"First Mussolini, and later H it­ 
ler, combatted it and established 
a new order, 
"These new systems are not pe- 
cularities of a 
race or nation. 
They represent a new faith and 
revolt against the old liberal world 
we knew in our youth.” 
‘New Era Initiated’ 
"A new era is being initiated by 
the fighting In the east,” Franco 
went on. “Spain has to work hard 
in order to prepare for the future.

All five are Huntington resi­ 
dents.

The parade he refers to in the

tions. To Cooper, deeply moved 
by the spectacle, came the reali­ 
zation that these men were es­ 
sentially 
the 
same 
underneath 
their uniforms as men in the op­ 
posing armies. But they did not 
understand each other. 
“ Each of 
them 
had 
but one 
source of foreign news,” Cooper serially to erase one of the causes 
writes. ‘ That source was the news ; of war.” 


Cooper’s Five Points For Press Freedom 
H 
ERE is Kent Cooper’s program for international press freedom, 
advocated by him in “Barriers Down” for inclusion in the peace 
treaty after this war: 
“First, guarantee freedom of the press throughout the world as 
we know it; 
“Second, guarantee that at least one news agency In each coun­ 
try he owned and controlled mutually by the newspapers it serves-; 
“Third, guarantee that each agency may make such internation­ 
al news exchange arrangements as it chooses; 
“Fourth, guarantee equality to all in the matter of availability 
of all official news and transmission facilities, and 
"Fifth, prohibit the intentional covert inclusion in any news 
service of biased international propaganda.” 


agency that brought the news of 
foreign affairs to their newspapers. 
Some of that news may have been 
intentionally

prejudice long before that w'ar. . . . 
“The parade of the Allied powers 
on Bastille day, 1919, was the im­ 
petus for me to disregard discour­ 
agements and to do what I could 
to rid international news exchange 
of controls that intentionally feed 
men’s prejudices.

The alliance of European news 
agencies consisted of Reuters of 
England, 
Havas of France and 
Wolff of Germany. The Associated 
Press obtained part of its foreign 
news from these agencies and was 
Iround by agreement not to dissemi­ 
nate news in other parts of the 
world because the agencies had 
staked out prior claims. 
The 
situation 
first 
came 
to 
Cooper’s attention in 1914 when 
a 
big 
Buenos 
Aires 
newspaper 
asked 
The Associated 
Press to 
send it the text of German war 


communiques. The 
then 
general 
manager, Melville E. Stone, who 
had 
fortified 
the 
AP’s 
foreign 
news by making the original agree­ 
m ent with the three big agencies, 
said it was Impossible to serve the 
Buenos Aires paper because of 
these agreem ents. 
South America was Havas terri­ 
tory. It was as simple as that. 
“There had been crusades be­ 
fore,” Mr. Cooper writes. “There 
could be another one.” 
Cooper discovered that in one 
way or another the news of Reu­ 
ters, Havas and Wolff was col­ 
ored by the nationalistic demands 
of their countries, and conversely, 
that the news from the United 
States which these foreign agencies 
served the world was neither ade­ 
quate nor accurate—lynchings and 
disasters and bloody murders were 
its staples, and there was no effort 
to produce a balanced report. 
Indiana Around Our Corners 
It suited Reuters and its allies 
to give the impression that an In­ 
dian was ju st around every Ameri­ 
can corner, an Impression that M r 
Cooper was sure did much to sepa­ 
rate us from the world and espe­ 
cially from South America. 
“To The Associated Press I give 
credit,” says Cooper, “for the crea­ 
tion of what has turned out to be 
the finest moral concept ever de­ 
veloped In America and given the 
world. That concept is th at new t 
m ust be truthful and unbiased.” 
He brased his campaign on this 
concept. 
At first, he explains in “Bar­

His first convert v a ; V. S. Mc- 
Clatchy, publisher of the Sacramen­ 
to Bee and a director of The Asso­ 
ciated Press. 
Mr. McClatchy was concerned 
primarily with the effect on Japan 
of the distorted American news 
she then received, but he was open­ 
minded, and presently was working 
among the directors toward a plan 
to open up South America to The 
Associated Press. 
The late Adolph S. Ochs of the 
New York Times was one of the 
next converts, and a consistent 
supporter of Mr. Cooper’s cam 
paign. 
“For me in the early days, how 
ever,” Mr. Cooper writes, “the high 
water mark came when I got ac 
quainted with Frank B. Noyes, then 
president of The Associated Press 
and one of the most distinguished 
figures In world J o u r n a l i s m 
Throughout the ensuing years he 
held The Associated Press firmly 
on the course toward the idealism 
that I pictured, albeit with ex 
treme conservatism.” 
Might Have Averted War 
The first break came in South 
America, one of the m ost dlffi 
cult of all newspaper fields. The 
Associated Press went into South 
America in 1918 under agreem ent 
with Havas—an agreem ent later 
improved and finally eliminated. 
The final overwhelming victory, 
giving AP an entirely free hand, 
came with dram atic suddenness in 
1934, after nearly 20 years. Had It 
come instead in five years. Cooper 
thinks, 
it 
might 
possibly 
have 
stayed the Second World war. 
From this crusade stemmed a 
broader campaign to insure the 
world a flow of news untainted 
by nationalist propaganda or by 
the demands of profit-making. 
A guarantee of this sort was 
recommended by Cooper while the 
Versailles treaty was being writ­ 
ten, unsuccessfully. 
Later he made an effort through 
the League of-Nations. Although by 
1934 The Associated Press 
was 
free and acknowledged to be the 
finest organization of its kind in 
the world, Cooper was not satis­ 
fied, and he still Is not. 
He believes that one reason for 
wars is the flow of tainted news. 
Now, he advocates a five-point 
program for news freedom after 
this war.

ITH THE BRITISH EIGHTH ARMY IN LIBYA AT BENGASI, Dec. 
8—This lull In the fighting on the Libyan front should not be taken 
as indicating any slackening of the Allied effort to oust the Axis from 
northern Africa, for it is merely a period of intensive preparation for 
resumption of what is one of the decisive battles of the whole war. 
Marshal Erwin Rommel knows that and he Is straining every nerve 
to get a t El Aghella to meet the 4* 
fresh onslaught which is Inevitable. 
This whole great desert-splotched 
zone on both the Allied and Axis 
sides is swarming with activity. I 
have been crossing and re crossing 
hundreds of miles of this Inhospit­ 
able territory and can testify that 
the war is moving apace. 
A Question Of Bases 
The present lull is a perfectly 
normal thing. In the short period 
of about a month the Eighth army 
chased the fleeting H itlerites like 
rabbits across some 700 miles of 
desert. 
Rommel was running toward his 
home territory where he not only 
had a favorable place to make a 
stand but also supplies and rein­ 
forcements. Gen. Sir Bernard L. 
Montgomery, 
Eighth 
army com­ 
mander, on the other hand was 
racing away from his bases as fast 
as he could go and it must be 
logged as one of the great tactical 
achievements of this war th at he 
was able to cover such a distance 
and arrive strong enough to oust 
the Germans from their strategic 
port of Bengasi. 
Things look good now in Eighth 
army territory. The morale of the 
army is absolutely top hole. That 
fighting spirit is the first requisite 
for victory. 
Hard, Bloody Battle Seen 
At the same time there is no dis­ 
position to underrate the striking 
power still in the enemy’s hands. 
Indications are that there will be 
a hard, bloody battle. 
The Axis commander is in a 
Strategically strong position. He 
has had time to get his breath 
after his headlong retreat and1 he 
has been receiving reinforcements 
and supplies from the continent. 
In any event, w hether Rommel 
likes it or not he must make the 
stand of his life at El Agheila while 
his lord and m aster has a chance 
to get set to defend himself on the 
continent.

BABES DIE IN GREECE 
FROM FOOD SHORTAGE

NEW YORK — In the last two 
months, nine out of IO new-born 
babies in Greece have died because 
of lack of food, according to a 
report received by the Near East 
foundation from the Greek Red 
Cross. There were 300.000 babies In 
Greece when the country was con­ 
quered by the Nazis: 110,000 of 
them have died of malnutrition or 
disease, the report says. 
The Near East foundation aids 
in the preparation and distribution 
of food received from the United 
States. Canadian aud British gov­ 
ernments. It distributes milk re­ 
ceived from the Greek government- 
in-exile. through Switzerland under 
a lend-lease agreement, to 12,000 
children daily.

Ceramicenter Will Show Wellsville Girl’s Work

ISS GRACE M. BURFORD, a daughter of Mr. and Mrs. H erbert B. 
Burford of Riverside ave., Wellsville, has been Invited to exhibit 
her work at Ceramicenter, an outstanding pottery studio in New York. 
Miss Burford, who studied at the Newell art school under the super­ 
vision of the late Frederick H. Rhead, and the Art institute of Pitts­ 
burgh, comes naturally by her tai-*, 
ent for modeling ceramics as she 
is a member of one of the old pot­ 
tery families of the East Liverpool 
district. 
The young artist will exhibit at 
Ceramicenter a set of chessmen 
she designed and modeled while at­ 
tending the art class at the Wells 
High school in Newell. 
The invitation to exhibit at the 
New York studio is a tangible ac­ 
knowledgement of Miss Burford’s 
talent for this type of work. 


Entertainm ent in the pottery vil­ 
lage of E ast Liverpool 80 years 
ago was ingenious to say the least. 
There were few shows and "brought 
on" entertainm ent. For the most 
p art people found their relaxation 
in fun of their own making. 
In January, 1826, the East Liv­ 
erpool Mercury published the fol 
lowing advance concerning a lee 
tore: "John Y. Marks, Esquire, will 
deliver an address on the subject 
of ‘Temperance’ 
at Temperance 
hall Friday night at early candle 
lighting." 
Candle lighting in January must 
have placed the event a t an early 
hour, shortly after sunset. 
Tire forerunner of the present 
moving picture shows was found in 
the account of a performance in 
April, 1862. "Prof. H. S. Carrier, 
the Mercury reported, "Is a well 
known and able lecturer on astron 
omy, Scripture, etc. He gave one 
of his highly amusing and instruc 
tlve 
entertainm ents 
Wednesday 
night at Union hall. He exhibited a 
grand series of illuminated paint­ 
ings, illustrating a great variety 
of Scriptural and astronomical sub­ 
jects, brilliantly displayed toy the 
plantes-magora lanterns and fol­ 
lowed by a variety of quaint and 
quizzical moving figures of the 
m ost grotesque and laughable de­ 
scription. The lecture commenced 
and concluded with the chromo­ 
trope or Chinese fireworks. The ex­ 
hibition was one of rare attraction 
and excellence. The cost was small, 
16c for adults and 5c for children 
under 12." 
The late Eugene Bradshaw told 
the story of the first am ateur per­ 
formance to take place in East Liv­ 
erpool. The play was "Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin" and was presented in the 
late 1850's in the Old Town hall, 
later Bradshaw hall, located on the 
corner of Fifth st. and Broadway. 
It was presented under the direc­ 
tion of John S. Blakeley, one of the 
town's pioneer potters. Among the 
guests was Stephen C. Foster, noted 
Pittsburgh song w riter and a friend 
of Blakeley’s. 
AU the entertainm ent in E ast 
Liverpool was not found in public 
halls. "Uncle Joe" Webber, who 
died at the age of 94 a few years 
ago, told of sledding parties on the 
Washington st. hill when he was a 
young man. He said great fires 
were built at the top of the hill 
near Fifth st., and the funsters 
would load their long bob-sleds with 
perhaps IS or 20 people and go 
aklmming to the river bank at 
the foot of the hill. Following the 
sledding hot soup, pie and coffee 
would be served in one of the 
homes. He also added many a ro­ 
mance budded and blossomed as a 
result of those sled-riding parties.
